Applicants may wish to consider the filing of an -nternat.onai 
ao5S^^M!?P^CoopllHBon Treaty (PCT). An international (PCT) application generally has he same 
effect as a regu ar national patent application in each PCT-member country. The PCT process simplif.es ; h 
fiHna ofoatertaSlications on the same invention in member countries, but does not result ma grant of "an 
Snatio'nt patenf and does not eliminate the need of applicants to file additional documents and fees in 
countries where patent protection is desired.
